ſect in that Religion, ſeeing after the death 


ok the late Queene, the inauguration of a 


' moſt religious Ring, foꝛced the tide it ſtreame 


againſttheRomiſ Church, fo that both hap 
and hope, were dꝛowned and periſbed toge⸗ 
ther. Bet the Temptoz, like lathan his ma⸗ 


ter, deſirous to caſt downe the ſtrong in faith 
from the pinacles of the Temple, pertwadeth 


incouragement, and confidence of better ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe, aſluring hin, that platkoꝛmes were the 
in hand, not onely foꝛ redemption, but re⸗ 
novone of the Catholicks, t that fozces were in 
full pꝛeparation both at home and abꝛoad to: 
aduaunce the Catholicke cauſe , as he termed 
it. Dnely it behoued them to apply theirmaſ- 
fings, and ceremoniall obferuanceg,. to ob⸗ 
taine it by merit at Gods hands. 


Perhaps they imagined (as the Pꝛophet 


ſpeaketh) that G O D was like vnto themſclues, 


and would participate with them in any wic- 
kednes..
